RELIEF COMMISSION METHODIST NOTES |THE ANNUAL DINNER 


IN ANNUAL REPORT OF GOMING WEEK) PLANS COMPLETE NO DAMAGE DONE 


The annual report of the county 
relief and employment commission 
was filed with the board of supervi- 
sors Monday by C. E. Stickle, until) 
‘tha first of the year the executive 
secretary. 

The financial statement was for 
‘the year ending June 30, 1919, and 
 sshowed @ total expense of $33,008.57. 
The refund from the state orphan 
aid of $5;259.78 reduced the actual 
cost to the county to $27,748.79. ‘The 
report says that “relief had grown 
to the enormous expenditure of 
. $54,000 the year previous to the com- 
mission’s formation.” 

The report covers a resume of all 
activities, including the new policy 
‘ of closing the orphans’ home and 
securing boarding homes for chil- 
dren, revision of county burial per 
mits, state aid for children, coopera-| 
tion with the county hospital and in-| 
_ vestigation of all: applications for ad- 
“mission into thet tnetitution, social 
service in the hospital, care for out- 
going patients, cooperation with the 
_ anti-tuberculosis society and Red 
Cross, mental examination of school 
children, Christmas charitable coop- 
eration, venereal clinic installed by 
the commission with financial  as- 
sistance from the state and govern- 
ment. 

Following is a. ‘diitetiont of the 
“number and character of cases han- 
dled during the fiscal year by the 
commission, and the financial re- 
port: 

Three hundred and thirty-seven re- 
lief cases were cared for during the 
year. : 

Seven hundred anid twenty-three 
hospital cases were ‘Aaventigeted and 
helped to care. 

These 1060 cases comprised 463 
families and 2021 persons. Three hun- 
dred and seventy-four single.men and 
91. single women were —* this 
list. 

On July 1, 1918,” 186. 308 Were 
' carried over from the pr ding year. 
One hundred and thirty-five cases of 
“state aid for children were adminia- 
tered. Thirty-eight - families were. 
sent elsewhere, either with assist- 
ance of friends and: relativ@®, or. at 
‘-eounty expense. No case was sent 
elsewhere except where proper care 
could be given at other end of the 

Forty-eight families regained self 
support and removed themselves 
from our lists. :

WAKES CHANGES 


The State Board of Forestry, m 
session January 7th, adopted four 
definite clauses to be included in the 
forest policy for California that will 
be presented at the next session of 
the legislature. The adoption of the 
four definite clauses is tre result of 
several meetings of the - Forestry 
Board: Forestry problems in _ this 
state and those of the nation as af- 
fecting this state have been thor- 





adopted follow: 

1. Appropriation by the state leg- 
islature of sufficient funds for the 
prevention and suppression of for-' 
eat, grain. and pasture fires outside 
of national forests. 

- 2, Acquirement of logged-off areas, 


ests, a8 a nucleus of state forests for 
future timber supply. 

3. Acquirement of watersheds nec- 
essary for the. conservation ot water 
for domestic and irrigation purposes. 

4. Renewal of forests on logged- 
off areas and watersheds that are in 


Board members pointed out that 
the forests of the United States are 
Melting away at the rate of 40 bil- 
lion feet board measure per annum 
in excess of what is grown, and that 
the next decade will see unprecedent- 
ed logging and milling operations in 
progress on this coast because the 
forests of the Atlantic and Gulf 
states are practically gone. Prac 
tically no attempts are being made 
anywhere to provide for new forests 
on logged-off areas.

Although the case was dismissed 
yesterday morning notice of the ac- 
tion did not reach the county jail 
until Tate last night, when Attorney 
A. §S. Maloney, who had been re- 
tained to represent Trujillo, appear- 
ed to inquire if his client was still 
in custody. 

Notice of the dismissing of the 
came as a compelte surprise to Tru- 
jillo, who has been in confinement 
for more than two months and he 
had a_ relieved expression on his 
face as he walked down the fai! 
steps in company with his attorney.

The United States Civil Service 
Commission states) that housing con- 
ditions in Washington, D. C., have 
materially improved since the signing 
ot the armistice, and that a constant 
further betterment is noticeable, Ful- 
ly. 25,000 persons have left Washing- 
ton during the past year, with the re- 
sult that available rooming and hoard- 
ing places are much more plentiful 
than during the .war period. 

The War Camp Community Service 
has undertaken to furnish informa- 


tion concerning rooms and board to}|) 


newcomers. It cooperates with the 
Traveler's Aid Society at the Union 
Station, where all trains arrive, and 
conducts & Homes Registration Bu- 
reau and a General Information Bu- 
reau at No. 1402: Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, N. W. The Traveler's Aid desk 
is in the main, waiting room of the 
Union Station. A Travelers Aid 
worker, wearing the national badge, 
will meet new arrivals, refer them 
to temporary rooms if desired, and 
direct them to the Homes Registra- 
tion Bureau, where a list of avail- 
able rooming and boarding places in 
the city is constantly maintained. All 
rooms which are listed have been in- 
vestigated by War Camp Community 
Service workers, and the bureau has, 
in each case, a record of the loca- 
tion, telephone number, price ask- 
ed, and other desirable information. 
This entire service is rendered with- 
out charge. 

The Homes Registratisn. Bureau re- 
ports that the price of a room for 
one person ranges from $15 to $20 a 
month, and that the usual charge 
for a room accommodating two per- 
sons is from..$25 to $30 a month. Ta- 
ble board costs from $25 to $30 a 
month for the two principal meals 
of the day. 

Persons newly appointed to the 
Government service in Washington 
are advised to consult the Traveler’s 
Aid agent at the Union Station im- 
mediately upon their arrival in the 
city.
